It is hoped that this 
year’s crops will equal or exceed that 
of lust year, which ranked fourth or 


fifth in the history of toe country. 
Ii3vt year the cotton crop amounted in 
round numbers to O.OuO.OOO bales, val­ 
ued at about $335JNK»,0(i0. This is of 
course exclusive of the seed produced, 
valued at many millions of dollars.

T h e H o u se S p id e r ’s W eb . 
The web of the house spider differs 
from that of the garden variety in two 
points—its mesh Is much finer aud it is 
composed cf one kind of silk only. The 
flies which find their way into It are 
detained by the entanglement of their 
claws in the fine meshes. 
The house 
spider, as a rule, makes its snare in the 
corner of the room. Its first operation 
is to press its spinners against the wall, 
thus securing the threads iu a partic­ 
ular spot; then it goes to the opposite 
side and fastens the other end of the 
thread. 
This primary line is strength­ 
ened by two or three others being run 
along beside it. threads are drawn from 
it iii various directions, and tho Inter­ 
stices are tilled by the spider running 
backward and forward, always leaving 
a line behind i t 
In one corner of the 
complete*! web a tube is made, in 
which the spider conceals itself and 
waits for the appearance of unwary 
files.

The House* Sptder’s Web. 
The web of the house spider differs 
from that of the garden variety iii two 
points—its mesh is much finer and it is 
composed cf one kind of silk only. The 
flies which find their way into it are 
detained by the entanglement of their 
claws in the fine meshes. 
The bouse 
spider, as a rule, makes its snare in the 
corner of the room. 
Its first operation 
is to press its spinners against the wall, 
thus securing the threads in a partic­ 
ular spot; then it goes to the opposite} 
side and fastens the other end of the : 
thread. 
This primary line is strength- 
ened by two or three others being run 
along beside it. threads are d raw n from 
it iii various directions, and the inter­ 
stices are tilled by the spider running 
backward and forward, always leaving 
a line behind it. 
In one corner of the 
completed web a tube is made, in 
which the spider conceals itself and 
waits for the appearance of unw ary 
flies.

narrow escapes from the bullets. 
No 
person was injured, either by the dyn­ 
amite or firearms. 
The place where the robbery oc­ 
curred is a lonely district, in which 
few people live, and houses are far 
between. 
No better place for a train 
robbery could be desired by the roo­ 
ters. 
Pointed Revolvers at Them. 
The train was running at a high 
rate of speed as it passed Calumet 
Heights, and immediately after pass 
ing out ct sight of the station En­ 
gineer J. VV. Collins saw directly in 
front of his engine a large fire, on 
which some rails had been placed. 
He slowed down, and as he did so 
three men. wearing masks over their 
laces, jumped into the cab, and cov­ 
ered Collins and his fireman, James 
Whipple, with revolvers. 
Just before climbing into the cab 
the three men commenced to fire with 
their revolvers, in order to frighten 
away all assistance. 
The shots pro­ 
duced the liveliest kind of a panic in 
the sleeping cars, where the passen­ 
gers made every effort to hide their 
money and valuables before the rob­ 
bers could get at them. 
No attempt 
was made, however, to rob any of the 
passengers 
The fusilade had the ef­ 
fect of making them keep inside the 
cars. 
After mounting into the cab of the 
« ngine, the robbers covering the en­ 
g i n e e r and fireman with their revolv­ 
ers, made them step down and go back 
Hie length of two cars. They ordered 
the men to uncouple the first two 
tars. which was done. 
They 
then 
hustled the two trainmen back into 
tile cab, and still 
keeping the en­ 
gineer covered with revolvers, direct­ 
ed him to pull up some distance from 
the rest of the train. 
Hurled Dynamite at Car Door. 
Collins ran up 200 feet, and was 
then directed to stop. 
Ile did so, and 
while one of the men remained to 
guard him. the others jumped off. ani 
hurling dynamite at the door of tho 
• ar which they judged to be the ex­ 
press cur. hurst open the door. 
Hasti­ 
ly climbing in to get at the safe, they 
were astonished to find that they had 
broken into a mail car. 
They threat­ 
ened the engineer with death for not 
telling them that the cars which he 
had uncoupled were not the express 
cars, and ordered him to return at 
once ami uncouple the next car be­ 
hind the baggage 
cars. 
Climbing 
once more info his cab, Colins backed 
his engine down, coupled onto tin1 
third car. which the 
fireman was 
made to uncouple at the rear end, and, 
still with the muzzle of the revolver 
at his head, Collins was ordered to 
run down the track, as before. 
He 
drew away from the balance of tile 
train about the same distance as on 
the first occasion, and the robbers, 
still leaving him under the charge 
i f one of their number, made for this 
car. When they reached it they found. 
to their great wrath, that they had at- 
♦ acker! another mail car and that ,t 
contained no money. 
The train had 
been delayed now f u lly 30 minutes. 
and fearing that if they delayed any 
longer help would be coming to the 
train crew, the robbers gave up their 
attempt to rob the train, and jumping 
down ran into a thicket of scrub oaks 
ai the side of the track and disap­ 
peared.

WIRELESS TELEGRAPHY 


Success of Victor Popp’s New 
System Proved. 


To Close an Estate

Some exceedingly interesting descrip­ 
tions of the new system of wireless 
telegraphy were given recently at Le 
Vesiuot, a Utile suburban hamlet on 
the St. Germaiu-en-Laye road, before 
yO or OO spectators, principally repre­ 
sentatives of Hie Farts press. 
The inventors or discoverers of this 
system are Colonel 1’ilowski, an en­ 
gineer officer in tho Russian army, aud 
M. Victor I'opp, a well known clee- 
t'ieal engineer, whose mime has been 
attached to several useful and valuable 
Inventions, says the I’a tis correspond 
♦ ut of the New York Herald. 
Within 
the narrow limits imposed for the ex 
per I meat* the other day they were a 
complete success. 
Although the electrical installation 
at Le Vcsinet is of the most primitive 
and temporary character, a number of 
messages were dispatched by the trans­ 
mitting instrument in a villa in tin 
Rue Pasteur aud received in another 
viliu situated about Goo meters dis­ 
tant without the slightest hitch. 
One striking feature about M. Popp’s 
system is its extreme simplicity. No tall 
masts are required, as are necessary 
with the Marconi method. 
It is ter­ 
restrial rather than aerial—that is to 
say. the electric waves follow the sur­ 
face of the earth. 
There is, conse­ 
quently, nothing spectacular in tin* ap­ 
paratus. 
It consists simply of two 
electrodes separated by a distance that 
varies according to the distance of the 
place with which It is desired to com­ 
municate. The negative is placed on a 
sheet of glass as Isolator on the sur­ 
face. 
Tin* positive is buried in tin* 
earth ut a depth of from three and a 
half to four meters. 
These two elec­ 
trodes are connected to tile transmit­ 
ting apparatus. 
The same arrangement is followed 
at the receiving station. 
This is all 
that is necessary for the dispatch ami 
registration of messages, as was con 
elusively proved by M. Popp. 
The most astounding claim made by 
ML Popp for Ills system is that its rn 
dlus of action Is virtually unlimited, 
wireless telegraphy with America, for 
example, being merely a matter of de 
tail, such as the distance separating the 
electrodes and the energy of the trails 
ruining apparatus. 
In addition M. Popp lias devised a 
sort of reflector isolator that allows of 
the electric waves being compelled ti* 
travel in a given direction. 
The possibilities contained 
in

Popp’s discovery are incalculable.

Furthermore, Hie absence 
of the telltale tall poles necessary wit.* 
the Marconi system is an iuvaluah e 
advance, as they would infallibly be­ 
tray to an enemy the fact that a wire 
less telegraph station was iu the nc!gl,- 
borhood.

It Is convenient to make a 
small wall of clay around the object to 
prevent the plaster from running, but 
It is not necessary. Put about a quart 
of cold water in the basin and pour the 
plaster into it, stir quietly and keep the < 
spoon under water to avoid making j 
bubbles. 
Use enough plaster to make , 
it the consistency of batler. If a little 
salt is added or bot water instead of 
cold is used, the plaster will harden or 
set more quickly. A small quantity of | 
ink or any coloring matter will make it 
easier to distinguish the mold froth the ' 
cast and will also make it more brittle 
or rotten ami easier to separate the 
two. 
Pour the plaster over Hie hand, 
taking care that there arc no bubbles, j 
until it is about half an inch thick. It 
Will require a few minutes for it to set j 
aud is ready to lift off when it can lie 
scratched with a knife. It is easier to 
turn the band and mold up and lift ! 
the hand out than to take the mold off j 
the hand. If any plaster lias run under 1 
the fingers, cut it away with a dull 
knife. 
Should the bund not come out easily, 
working the lingers separately will of­ 
ten loosen them. The mold should be j 
allowed to dry a few hours and then lie 
filled with white plaster, the same con­ 
sistency as was used for the mold, A , 
wall of clay about ail inch high will j 
have to be built around the edge of the j 
mold. which when tilled gives the tile | 
for the cast to rest on. Let Hie whole 
dry aud then chip Ute mold away with 
a knife. The mold, being of a different 
color, can Le readily distinguished from 
the cast. 
In making the mold for a cast in the 
round, after the band bas been oiled. I 
sink it to about half an inch in a bet! I 
of plaster, leaving about half an inch ; 
for thickness. 
Make the rim smooth j 
and, when hardened, oil. 
Now cover 
the upper half with plaster. When set, ! 
this should knock apart easily and the 1 
hand la* lifted out. 
j 
Another way. but a more difficult 
one. after putting the hand half way ! 
in the plaster and before this bas dried, 
Is to put a thin strong string around all I 
the edges of the fingers, letting the j 
ends come out at tin* wrists. 
When ! 
tim hand is entirely covered with plas­ 
ter aud before it bas hardened, pull the 
string out, which cuts it in two. The i 
manner of tilling both these kinds of j 
molds is the same. Oil aud tie the two 
habes tightly together aud fill with 
plaster, Jet harden und lift the molds I 
off. 
Only one cast can be made from : 
molds like these. At shops where plas- i 
ter casts are made aud sold and a j 
number bf the sapie casts are wanted ; 
a gelatin mold is made. Being elastic, 
it is easily pulled off without harm to 
the cast and still retains its shape and 
can be tilled auy number of times. The 
yellow or Ivory finish that is git en to 
many casts is obtained by using white 
shellac, which can be had already 
mixed from a paintshop. 
By adding 
oil paint any desired color can lie ob­ 
tained. 
Itubbiug with a cloth gives a 
high polish. 
A brouze finish can lie 
given by coating with a mixture of 
white wax dissolved In turpentine, to 
which bronze or green paint has been 
added. 
A fine set of easts, which would in­ 
terest children and could be used iii the 
schoolroom, could be easily made, such 
as fruit or vegetable forms, apples, ba­ 
nanas, potatoes and corn, or simple 
animal forms, such as frogs, fish, etc.;

If a little | • 
salt is added or bot water instead of j X 
cold is used, the plaster will harden or J 
set more quickly. A small quantity of j * 
ink-or any coloring matter will make it J 
easier lo distinguish tile mold fl-otft the 
east aud will also make it more brittle £ 
or rotten urn! easier to separate the X 
two. 
Pour (In* plaster over the hand, • 
taking care that there are no bubbles, j 
X 
until it is about half an inch thick. It £ 
will require a few minutes for it to set j + 
and is ready to lift off when it can Im* ♦ 
scratched with a knife. It is easier to + 
turn the hand and mold up and lift J 
the hand out than to take the mold off 
the hand. If any plaster has run under 
the lingers, cut it away with a dull 
knife. 
Should the hand not come out easily, 
working the lingers separately will of­ 
ten loosen them. The mold should be 
allowed to dry a few hours and then be 
filled with white plaster, the same con­ 
sistency as was used for the mold. A 
wall of clay about an inch high will 
have to bi* built aromal the edge of the 
mold, which when tilled gives the tile 
for the east to rest on. Let the whole 
dry aud then chip the mold away with 
a knife. The mold, being of a different 
color, can be readily distinguished from 
the cast. 
In making the mold for a cast in the 
round, after the hand has been oiled, 
sink it to about half an inch iii a bed 
of plaster, leaving about half an inch 
for thickness. 
Make tile rim smooth 
aud, when hardened, oil. 
Now cover 
the upper half with plaster. When set, 
this should knock apart easily and the 
hand be lifted out. 
Another way. but a more difficult 
one. after putting the hand half way 
in the plaster and before this bas dried, 
is to put a thin strong string around all 
the tslges of the fingers, letting the j t 
ends come out at the wrists. 
When j • 
the hand is entirely covered with plus* r 
tor and before it has hardened, pull the # 
string out, which cuts it in two. The ; x 
manner of filling both these kinds of 
molds Is the same. Oil and tie the two 
babes tightly together and fill with 
plaster, Jet harden and lift the molds 
ort'. 
Only one cast can be made from 
molds like these. At shojis where plas­ 
ter casts are made aud sold and a 
number of the same casts are wanted 
a gelatin mold Is made. Being elastic, 
it is easily pulled off without harm to 
the cast and still retains its shaj>e and 
can be tilled any number of times. The 
yellow or Ivory finish that is git en to 
many casts is obtained by using white 
shellac, which can be had already 
mixed from a paintshop. 
By adding 
oil paint any desired color can la* ob­ 
tained. 
Rubbing with a cloth gives a 
high jadish. 
A bronze finish can be 
given by coating with a mixture of 
white wax dissolved in turpentine, to 
which brouze or green i>aint has been 
added. 
A fine set of casts, which would in­ 
terest children and could lie used in tile 
schoolroom, could lie easily made, such 
as fruit or vegetable forms, apples, ba­ 
nanas, jmtatoes and corn, or simple 
animal form s, such as frogs, fish, etc.; 
also m odels that one bus made aud 
wishes to preserve.—Good Ilousekeeji- 
lug.

Although naturally a stu­ 
dent, he is also a man of lh** world aud 
takes a keeu in te re s t iu **out**m|Mirary 
affairs. 
In appearance he is "short 
aud faded aud has a disagreeable smile 
thut never leaves his lips."

When the hand is placed in the posi­ 
tion wanted, till the spaces underneath 
it. where it does nu* touch tin* table, 
with clay, or if clay cannot I*** obtained 
use putty. It Is convenient to make a 
small wall of clay around the object to 
prevent th** plaster from running, but 
It is not neeessary. Put al*out a quart 
of cold waiter in the basin ami pour the 
plaster Into it. stir quietly and keep the 
spoon under water to avoid making 
I umbles. 
Use enough plaster to make 
it th** consistency of batter. If a little 
salt is added or bot water Instead of 
cold Is used, the plaster w ill harden or 
set more quickly. A small quantity of 
Ink or any coloring matter will make it 
easier to distinguish the mold froift the 
cast aud will also make it more brittle 
or rotten ami easier t*» separate the 
two. 
Pour Ila* plaster over the hand, 
taking cur# that then* are no hubbies, 
until it is about half an inch thick. It 
will require a few minutes for it to set 
ami is ready to lift off when it cun la* 
scratched with a knife. It is easier to 
turn th** hand aud mold iii* and lift 
the ha rn I out than to take the mold off 
tin* hand.
